JOINT POLICY STATEMENT OF THE COUNCILS OF 
THE MUNICIPALITIES OF OAK BAY AND ESQUIMALT 

RE AMALGAMATION, METRO-GOVERNMENT 

and METRO-SERVICES 

Adopted January Slat, 1M2 

The current drive by the Mayor of Victoria and the Reeve of Saanich to force Oak Bay and Eaquimalt Into a formal study of metro-govemment 
un^r the provisions of the “Municipal Act" has in result forced our two Councils to meet together to dj^scuss the whole matter. As a result of 
this discussion we have unanimously agreed upon a Joint policy as hereinafter set forth. 

The background of the current controversy is unfortunate. After much propaganda but no facts or concrete arguments, the Mayor of Victoria 
and the meve of Saanich made a request at the Intermunicipal Committee meeting on January 23rd that Oak Bay and Esquimalt join Victoria and 
Saanich in requesting the Minister of Municipalities to set up a formal joint committee under Section 766 of the “Municipal Act” to study metro- 
government for the Greater Victoria area, and they expressed the hope that if such committee considered total amalgamation more desirable It 
would so recommend. The representatives of Oak Bay and Elsquimalt stated that they would not recommend such a course of action to their 
Councils but would recommend agreement to an informal study of the whole problem by the Intermunicipal Committee. The committee resolved 
to refer the matter to each Council for its opinion, the result to be brought up at the next meeting of the Intermunicipal Committee. Instead, Vic¬ 
toria Council voted to request a formal study without the courtesy of referring the matter teck to the Intermunicipal Committee, and tlie Reeve 
of Saanich hai stated a similar intention. It is regrettable that Victoria and Saanich should act with such lack of courtesy. 

Our reason for not wishing a formal study under the terms-of the “Municipal Act” is obvious. If the majority of such a joint study committee recom¬ 
mended a metro form of government, a referendum would be put to the electors in each municipality. If the referendum received a majority vote 
in two-thirds of the municipalities, the Minister could impose a metro-govemment on all of the municipalities. Thus, if the electors in one mu¬ 
nicipality voted one hundred per cent against metro it could still be impo^ on them. Surely it would be a complete breach of duty on the part of 
our Councils to allow such an undemocratic step to be taken. 

We in the Oak Bay and Esquimalt Councils are ready and willing and have always been ready and willing and have, in fact, publicly offered to dis¬ 
cuss any reasonable proposal for intermunicipal co-operation around the conference table of the Intermunkipal Committee, a body already in 
existence for such discussions. We welcome the attendance of the Press to report such discussions, but we do not consider that the one-sided 
attitude of Victoria and Saanich will do anything but widen the gap between ourselves and those municipalities and we express the hope that they 
will accept our offer to sit down and discuss these matters in a reasonable and informal fashion. 

In anticipation of such discussions on these matters, we consider it only fair to make known to Victoria and Saanich the following; 


That at the preacat thna our Counctla are rtmily and honestly of the opinion 
that amaliamation la not in the interest of Oak Bay or Eaquimalt. 

That at the pecaeat Uhc we see no merit in metro-govemment and consider 
It rtieiely a further burdtn on the taxpayers. 

That we believe that tha Mayor of Victoria and the Reeve of Saanich should 
p la ce before our Coundh a brief staling the precise objectives they Mek, to¬ 
gether with sufficient supporting evidence to reasonably show that their pro- 
poaal haa Hifflcient ir.erlt to warrant serious consideration and the expendi¬ 
ture of pubUc funds in Ine ai M g atlon and that h would be of benefit to the 
public genermOy in the ana eonoemed. 

That we wiD not dtaciaa metro-fovcmmeni under the terms of the "Municipal 
Act" for the reesone hereinbefore given, but will, as prrv'iously stated, disrusa 
it and amalgamation In the Intermunicipal Committee without any strings at¬ 


tached After surli a stady we will gladl) put the aialter to our owa late- 
payers la Ibr forai af a refeieadaa far our guidance se that we any leara If 
ear vaters favor either propooal. 

5 That we do not believe that any saving in coat or any incrcaae in efficiency 
■ win nault from metro police and fire servlcea and believe that the present 
servioea which we have an excellent. 

B lhat we bebeve that if Victoria and Saanich desin to amalgamate or form 
• a metro-govemment they can do so without Oak Bay or Eaquimait, the pres- 
enew of neither of which ii required geognphkally or on any other ground. 

7 That we coniider that our ratepayers have paid long and heavily for those 
I aervices which they now enjoy and that then la no equity in aaking them to 
pay for the wrvlces desired by others. 


We have now made our offer to Victoria and Saanich to deal with these matterg in what we consider to be a reasonable and proper fashion. If 
they refuse to accept our offer, we will consider it necessary in carrying out our duties as Councillors in our respective muncipalities, to take what¬ 
ever action may be required to protect the democratic rights of our ratepayers. We sincerely trust that this will not be necessary.

In the 
Indian Mutiny the Garkhaa alood 
tevally by Britain and the Gurkha 
code.

They are alow at book Imrnlng.

Unable to read 
a map. they ate able to find ihew 
way through the denarat ]ungte 
for days on end; not loo amenable 
to spit and polish, they are the 
finest night raiders In the world. 

J. V. Kent Tawkes of the An¬ 
tique Shop on Fort Street served 
atongaute Gurkhaa in the Ftandera' 
trrnchm in the Flrat World War. 
The Gurkhas used to slip over the 
top every night on raiding pertiea. 


On their raturn when they gave 
the (.uaawofd, a soldier would ask; 
"How many, Johnny ?" The grin¬ 
ning Gurkhaa would produce two, 
ihia*. or totir ears, each rrpra- 
senllng an enemy killed.

Although the Willapa Itegan and ended 
her days under the American flag, ^e 
fftffg hest knotoh as a British Colunihian 
pftssenger ship. Running chiefly on the 
West Co€iSt of Vuucouver Island, she toiced 
sailing vessels off the rocks, chased phan¬ 
tom ships, and salvaged the greatest prize 
any ship her size had ever taken in B.i-. 
waters. ' 

At Afloria. In 1885. the AatorU was launched for an esomated 
coot of 519.000. A w-ooden eessel, she was built for the Ilwaco 
Navigation Company, and was known as the General Miles^ A tov 
years later she was lengthened to 136 feet and renamed the Wlll- 
apa. The Alaska and Puget Sound Steamship Company bought 
the Willapa in 1895. spent $15,000 in renovating her before put¬ 
ting her on the run from Puget Sound to Alaska. 

VVioria was a port of caU on UiU route. The Cokmist for 
March 3. 1895. remarked on her fourteen targe, upper-deck state¬ 
rooms. equipped with fine spring mattiexies and portable waiui- 
stands.

By August 10. 1887. the Willapa 
was ready for llie flrot errand 
ander her new bouse Bag. She 
went lo the poser River to pick 
up empty aaWnon coses lor the 
canneiy at Nodika. The nem day 
she Miled tor the Weal OoasI at 
Vancouver bland a route she wos 
to ply lor many years. 

Much ol the frelghi ftxnn the 
Weal Ouaal was ore fioni the 
newly opened mines which were 
showing great promise at that 
bme. Sumetlmea there were ship 
meats of ftah. conned osIiihhi 
from Nootko. or barrets ol salted 
mimon from Qualaino and Kyo- 
quoi, and cured halibut fiom the 
Danish colony at Cape Scott wrho 
ho|Md to make a living widi the 
sole ol Itah Irom the Norik Padflr 
gcoumli. 

On one ooc-x-rton the Wiltapa 
carrinl 10 calves Irora Hfsquial. 
They were Ihe wrild offspring of 30 
head of well-bred cslita landed 
theie by Father Bisbant who 
hopvf lo Interest Ihe Indians In 
fsiming. The Indians, however, 
had ncglecied them, and the herd, 
which had inereoaed lo around 300 
animals, was entirely wild About 
311 roses seere considered compare- 
dvely. lame because they would 
eomc for food, but It wos Unpoa 
sibir to handle them. 

And there was exnienionl. too. 
Then- was die lime Ihe Willapa 
found Ihe schooner Mary Taylor 
drifting ashore behind Sunttay 
Rocks In spile pf the pfforta of 
the Indian osnoos sstiich wore hy¬ 
ing lo low her ctaor. The sailing 
vessel had go! Inlo her dangerous 
powlion In a fog. bul u timely 
tow from the Willapa saved her. 

In law the Willapa. Captain 
Foote, secured Ihe rkdiew prize 
any ship her size had ever taken 
In B.C waiers. When rtse Wlllapo 
ocoppi-d al Hesquial on her wqy 
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the coaol die Indiana Mid 
them of a taige ship which 1^ 
art anchor on the oihar tade of 
Estevan Point. The Indians in 
aisled that Ihe ship was deserted. 
When the Incroduloua Oaplaln 
Foote arrived al Nootka Sound I 
there was Ihe 6.30(>l(m steamship i 
Commonwealth of Uverpool at 
anchor, ll was very rough. Cap 
tain Foote aeorched for Ihe crew 
and found Captain James and hla 
30 men at the Indian vHtage of 
Friendly Cove. Noolka Island. 

Captain James told how hia 
ship had loat her propellir 615 
mills at am from Cape DUap 
poinimeal while bound from Kobe. 
Japon. to Poniand. Oregon. Since 
Ihe weather was good, sail had 
been tart for the Bttsll* of Juan 
de Fuca When the Common 
weolth made her landfall at ?>■ 
trvan Point, her anchors- were 
dropped In 2S falboma The secoesl 
male was sent ashore in a Uleboal 
for help, but he failed lo return. 

The leo was very high, and to- 
wartta morning the coble on one 
anchor mapped, and the Common- 
wealth swung to wRhln a mile of 
the rocks. 

The crew begged Captain 
James to abandon ship before they 
were dashed to piscea on Ihe reefa. 

He agreed and they rowed ihe IHe- 
boata lo Friendly Cove where they 
were told that Ihe only communi¬ 
cation with VkSocta warn by the 
Bleomer WBtapa. 

The crew returned to the idilp. 
and the WUtapa lowed the Com 
monweatth lo .Sidney Inlet.

In England, from 1941 to 1913, the totrm 
pole marked Ihe locallun of D. Ony. H Q. It 
became a well known flgure when Ifloslralcd 
papers and nujcazlnra primed photogmph-t 
captioned "Somewiicre In England an ui»|kvi- 
fled Canadian regiment's untdentlfied native 
carving marks Blank Cntnpany Headqunner* ~ 
I,eNera bom Prince Rupert reported Gold- 
bhMra Ihe Fur Trader quUe reaitned over Ihe 
matter and apparently proud Ihai his tolem 
pole had gone to war. 

"It's a donation." he wa* reported to have 
said. "Maybe Ihe other one al-« I should send " 

During this lime there q-rre many rumor* 
of die baltahun being commllled to bailie on 
various fnmla Ttie feeling in D. Coy. wa* 
lhaf. when thi* occoaion arane. the totem pole 
should be sent to the Royal Scots Club, tfie 
rrgkneni'a "hoinc away from home" in the 
British lales.

Chsde arrived In San Franctsco from Hong Kong 
in balbist. to pick up a cargo of wheal for Britain. 

An Iron ship, of Liverpool registry. Ihe Ls+ 
cealer ChsUe was built In Smilhampton 30 yrara 
before by Oswald. Mordaunt A Co but now 
owmd by Joyce A Co. of London. Just over 2.000 
tons, ifie waa 313 feet In length, with a 40.1oa4 
beam and drew around 24 feel. 

Her skipper was a stocky Utile .Scot from 
PalHey. Bob Pealtle. First male waa Dick Oystrn, 
and second nmte wae rugged 34.yearold John a 
Nlaon who hallod from Edinburgh Once along 
Bidr Hie dork at San Franciace most of Ihe Lri- 
resier Castle's crew Jumped the ship, srhlch 
waaa'I unoaosmon In those days Some sere pier 
head Jumpers who'd come aboard srith rhe same 
hrwuWvenesa and now, vdlh a chance of fortune 
hi the new world, mcritlced their bark pay lor 
•le risky plrMurc of an lUegal entry They 
woukhil go Car; drunk or broke. In a week or two 
■tey'd be looking for anidher qhlp. 

Life on the Leicaster Chatle of courae waa no 
pImAa; atill Hie waa no heU Btip. JuB no better, 
gq, worar. Itan the gacwnl run of square riggera 
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Only three of the rspiacements were Ameri- 
cank. lor Americans In those days saw no neces¬ 
sity to go to sea. The three went down on the t 
books as: W. A. Hobbs, 31. from UichflcM. lUi- 
nota; James Tumor. 31. from Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
and Ernest Smra. 31. from McCoy. Ortgon. Hobbs 
was described aa a lanky Individual, smooth 
HiBven and "much tanned by Ihe eun.* Rather 
Ukc Seats and Turner, he was suUen and uncoro- 
munkattve. 

No sooner had the ihip cast off the tug outside 
the (Mden Gate, than at Ihe first slow dip of 
the Pacific sweU II waa evident. Ihe three Yanks 
had never been to aaa before. They took to their 
locale bunks in the throes of aca aicknesa. 

•They'i be alright when they get their sea 
legs,'' was skipper Peattle's comment to Mate 
Oysten, a iwmark that In that era held a wealth 
of meaning. The Inexperienced soon learned to 
scramble aloft In ail weathers at the mate'a 
snappy command, or else Ihe firm diy or two 
they feU off a yard or down a companlonsray. If 
you lived and had no broken bones you'd found 
your sea legs! 

Scars snd Turner eventually turned to. but 
Hofaba, BtlU sullen, wasn't finding his aea legs. He 
remained in hie bunk for a day until First Mate 
Oysten went down to see him. 

“Out of that, you malingering to and so! Up 
on deck and get to work!" he roared, and suiting 
action to the words seized Hobbs by the front of 
his Bdrt and threw him out of Ihe bunk. 

As Hobbs picked himself off the deck, there 
WBS s venomous Klint In his eye ss he remarked; 

“if you knew who 1 was, you sroudn't handle 
roe like thac.* 

In the weeks that passed and as the Leicester 
Caatlr forged slowly toward Ihe South Pacific 
the cr ew got accusbomed to Hobbs' remarks about 
gettmg even, and ocrasloaally got some hint of 
hla past. Seems he had been a western gunfighler, 
and particularly mentioned Arizona. Years later 
It was a remark to be kept in mind. . 


A HAND Cl’N FOR HOBBS 


Eventually. In Ihe five weeks aflsc kavlnji San 
Francisco. Hobbs it appears nat only found hla 
seo legs but something else: a revedver. He'd 
stolen It ne night from Nixon's cabin while Uia 
second mate eras on deck. 

Ckme the idght of Sept 9, 1902, when the 
Leicester Castle eras 300 miles nortti of Pitcairn 
Island, making 3'i knots under Ihe bright Pacific 
snoon; a moon bright enough fra Hobba to care¬ 
fully stalk Oysten evho had the firat swteh. eight 
to midnight. There's no doubt that If Hobbs had 
got him alone, Oysten srould have been shot and 
dumped overboard Maybe Ihe male suspected 
sosnelhing, for he went to his cabin and locked 
the door. Then Sears and Turner jotned Hobbs 


and Ihe trio headed for the capialn'i cabin. It isaa 
Hubbs who rapped on Ihe door. 

IVallle. lying on hla bunk reading, got up and 
opened Ihe door Hobbs loM hkn a man had beea 
Injurad. fallen down ■ compamonway and broken 
his leg. 

"Where la he now?" asked Ihe skipper. 

"Right outside." was Hobbs' brief answer. 

"Well, bring him In and put him on the tahie,* 
■Id Peatlle. and as he waa about to step acroa 
Ihe ihreahoid. Hobbs pulled the gun and flrsdl 
The shot caught the skipper In Ihe chosi and aa 
he staggered momentarily. Hobba fired agala 
and another bullet found Its mark. Prattle raelad 
against Ihe door Jamb then fell to the Ooar,

HAYSTACK 

A cable from London want through Halifax to 
Eaquimalt and on to Fbnnlng Island and from 
there a roasting schooner caught up with the 
Sheurwater la giva Comindndar Umirevllle the 
four-month-old news. Off set lha Utile warship to 
■nd three iiM on a laft on the wide expense of , 
the South Padtle. 

Their call at Pitealm—where the Bounty mu- 
dneers sought aanctuary—Cumad up nothing and 
as the weeks passed urtihout kghl or sound of 
Ihe raft home trio, gradually lha opinion formed 
that they had been drowned. After another week 
of figuring runenta and aearehing'the ocean, tha 
Shmrwater letumed to achedule and headed for 
die coast of south Amedca.

la hb youncer days, Joaeph't 
prowess as a whab killer was well 
knovim among hb prtqile.

As a canoeman he had no peer, 
and hb elghl-man crew often made 
Ihe Journey lo VIclorb lo lake 
perl in Ihe May 34 Gorge regatta. 

In lime, power boats repbeed 
the canoe. Perhapa because Ihe 
early model engines were hard lo 
start, or on account of hb age, 
Chief Joaeph wee among Ihe few 
Indiana who nerai owmed one.

Hr wu met by Chief Joseph, 
who portrayed the part of Maquin¬ 
na. chbf ol Ihe Noolkaa. and 
Queen Mary, both arrayed In their 
war palms, barr-bgged. bare arm¬ 
ed. and clothed only In huge bear- 
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akin robes Joaeph wore the tradl- 
lionet Noolka whabr's hal wiih 
minaret top; Mary, a eec*ar wrei-n 
aivNnd her head. Their bodyguard 
conabifd of a group of ilrolbrly- 
d))nsed Cbyoquot braves. Standing 
on a cedar bark mat. placed on Ihe 
und by an Indbn to Indkale th.it 
Blrang)ire were welcome. “Cook" 
made a short speech and an Inter¬ 
preter tranabled “Maqulnna'a" re¬ 
ply. The two shook hands, then, lo 
the heal of native drums and rhyth¬ 
mical chanting, the Indbns per¬ 
formed their welcome dance. 

A concert wu held Ihe ume 
ntghi In the Legion hall, when, ailU 
al tired in bearskin rugs. Chbl Jos¬ 
eph and Queen Mary pul on a song 
and act which certainly brought Ihe 
house down and railed for aeveral 
rorores. The following year Ihe 
ol)t couple were honored gueats al 
a banquet tendered Coveraor-Cen- 
rral Lord WUlingdon by thr Toflno 
Board of Tracb. 

Chbf Joaeph died In 193S anl 
waa hurbd In rfte Opituhl ceme¬ 
tery. Scores ol while people an)l 
Indians from all porta of the West 
Ooul ailmded hb funeral- Mourn¬ 
ing .cr-mar.iala lasted several 
days. Queen Mary died al Ceepee- 
oee Deo years after her hiuhand. 
Both v))ere In their nineties. 

Her real name wu Mary. Thr

VICTORIA POLITICS 
WAS A RUGGED GAME 


in the Year of Incorporation 


Jn»t a century ago today the colonial governtnent, comprising the Le^isla- 
five Council and elected Assemidy, teas on the eve of prorogation. 


The legUUture h«d been in »es«ion 
arvefi month*! And In that period had 
“ahill> -«hallled" and • dillydallied" and ac- 
rampliahed nolhinff much more than an 
act to forbid the trespaa* on the streets 
and private lantk of Victoria of goaU and 
pigs. Its critic* said. 

The session, moreover, had been not- 
able for the exposure of the Colonial Trea¬ 
surer a* an embesotler. and there was a 
judgment against him for £1.000. 

So now. with the Incumbent convicted, 
and a special Jury seeking out hi* assets 
for the satiafaction of hi# debt to the 
CVown. Eaquimalt toiwn faced iU fourth 
election in four years.

Yeaterday I hatl to moke good m promiar I hmd made 
to my children to take them to eee HMS Victory. I 
pleated that I did ao. Victory U now in drydoek m Porta- 
mouth, and aa we drove up to the ntoin gate I felt the 
pulae of thia great centre of induatry. It icm a mild day, 
and we caught tight of a aubmarine building under carer 
aa we entered. An aircraft carrier lay moored doae by, 
and many big naval thipa were at buayt in the harbor. 


Although \nctory was badly damaged 
liirii« Trafalgar (her steering wheel was 
ihot away early, in the battle) she was re¬ 
nted and recommissioned in March. 1808, 
ind serxed out the next five years of the 
Napoleonic Wars. 

In 1809 she helped to bring Sir John 
Moore's army home from Coninna—but 
Moore was buried in Spain.

Victory has three gmi decks The lower 


lech Is the prlnckwl deck of the ship snd ear^ 
riad the heaviest armament—38 93 pounders. 
Dooipared with 3B 34 pounders on the mhlrite 
gun deck snd 30 U pounders on the upper gun 
deck. 

On the lower gun deck the visitor esa are 
the whole sweep of the ship. With a little 
ImagtiMlton. he aan visualise Ute scene during 
the height of basle. with the powder monkeys 
carrying their dhargea la stings tA-e» iheir 
shoulders snd the gun crews working like ma¬ 
chines In Iheir attempts ta malntsln the pace 
ol hroadsklea.
